1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 32-36, 39, 42, 45 are allowed. 

The amendment has obviated the 1 12 first and second paragraph rejection. 

The closest art is Afonso (5801 175) wherein a tricyclic compound useful as an inhibitor 
of farnesyl protein transferase is described (columns 1-6; column 135, example 246). The prior 
art examples are all directed to piperazinyl compounds. The instant compound is a piperidinyl 
compound having a nitrogen containing heterocyclic ring further substituted with an imidazolyl 
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or pyridinyl containing moiety attached to the carbonyl on the piperidinyl ring. The closest prior 
art compound, example 246, is a piperazinyl compound, which further differs from the instant in 
the content of the R2 moiety on the piperazinyl ring. Motivation to modify the prior art 
compound to arrive at the instant invention via multiple changes is lacking.
